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A BOOZE-FUELLED evening at 
a Kingston nightclub turned into 
a street brawl that resulted in a 
French chef being kicked and 
punched while pinned to a shop 
window, a court heard. 

Nathan Peardon, 23, Scott 
Moodie, 28, Scott Nicholls and Jay 
Beer, both 21, are all charged with 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm after they 
allegedly attacked two Frenchmen 
outside TK Maxx. 

The men had all been drinking 
in the Viper Rooms. 

During the group’s trial, which 
started on Monday at Kingston 
Crown Court, jurors were shown 


CCTV footage of the 2am attack 
on October 19 last year in Clarence 
Street. 

The six-minute clip shows a 
group of men staggering outside 
TK Maxx, throwing off their coats 
and attacking Sebastian Legendre, 
24, and his friend Floren Zirah, be- 
fore brawling among themselves. 

Mr Legendre can also be seen 
pinning a man down and seeming- 
ly throwing a punch. He described 
his mood that night as “merry” 
after consuming “about six dou- 
ble vodka Red Bulls” in the Viper 
Rooms and said he did not know 
why the fight had started. 

Speaking through an interpret- 
er he said he was hit to the ground 
“about two minutes before” the 
CCTV started and could not re- 
member who had done it.

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Moodie, suggested the four defend- 
ants had acted in self-defence. 

He asked Mr Legendre why, 
when questioned by the police, he 
had said he was “on a night out 
and got in a fight”. 

Mr Legendre replied: “They 
were the only words I could use 
to explain the circumstances with 
my injuries. I don’t really remem- 
ber what happened.” 

Prosecutor James Cartwright 
said after the four defendants were 
arrested two claimed they were so 
drunk they could not remember 
the assault. 

He said: “Mr Nicholls [stated] 
‘I don’t remember anything after 
about 5pm’. 

“When he was shown the CCTV 
he said he was disgusted with him- 
self. Mr Peardon said he has no 
memory of what happened outside 


the club. When seeing the CCTV 
he said he was embarrassed and 
ashamed.” 

Mr Cartwright added that Mr 
Moodie admitted he “had a lot to 
drink that night”. Mr Beer gave a 
“no comment interview”. 

Mr Cartwright argued this 
showed the group’s attack was 
completely unprovoked. He said: 
“What is remarkable is if there 
was any defence available one of 
them would have come up with it. 
But there was none.” 

The Viper Rooms was closed 
for four nights after the fight and 
was subject to a serious licenc- 
ing review. Mr Nicholls, of Rich- 
mond Park Road, Mr Beer, of Da- 
vid Twigg Close, Mr Peardon, of 
School Lane, and Mr Moodie, of 
Hilary Road, Hammersmith, all 
deny wounding with intent and

Nearly killed four times in the war 
- but now Douglas is centenarian

A MAN who narrowly avoided being 
killed four times during the Second 
World War has celebrated his 100th 
birthday. 

Douglas Merton, who now lives in 
Speirs House, New Malden, celebrat- 
ed the milestone with his family at 
the care home last week. 

Son-in-law Ian Rutherford, 75, of 
Knollmead, Tolworth, credits Mr 
Merton becoming a centenarian to 
his “guardian angel” during the war, 
when he served with the Bedford- 
shire and Hertfordshire regiment 
from February 1940 as a second lieu- 
tenant. 

The series of coincidences includ- 
ed just missing a troopship that was 
torpedoed by German submariners 
and a Spitfire narrowly avoiding 
landing on his head in 1942.

He said: “A blister on his foot 
turned septic and the doctor sent 
him to hospital; he found out it was 
a mental hospital, thus missing the 
sailing date. 

“During 1942 when on an exercise 
on the edge of an airfield they were 
attacking in Cornwall, standing be- 
hind a wall, a Spitfire came in to 
land just above his head — he quickly 
moved. 

“He certainly overworked his 
guardian angel.” 

Before both instances Mr Merton 
had been ordered to join troops in 
France but was stood down as a mar- 
ried man. His replacement was post- 
ed missing in action. 

Towards the end of the war while 
stationed in Woolacombe with his 
wife Muriel, he was sent to investi- 
gate three shells that had landed only 
to discover that the black powder 
charge was missing from the bombs. 

Mr Merton returned to his home in 
Hook in 1946, alongside his wife and 
baby daughter Ann, 
before his parents 
moved to Africa for 
their retirement. 

It was the last time 
he would see his moth-

riel were married for 
73 years before her 
death in May 2012, 
while his daughter 
Ann Rutherford died 
in October 2008 from 
a muscle wasting dis- 
ease.

He always tried to stay active de- 
spite his old age, before he was de- 
clared severely sight impaired and 
developed dementia, his family said. 

Mr Rutherford added: “He was a 
top cricketer once, he’s had a good in- 


nings. Apart from his sight, which is 
very, very poor, he is healthier than 
Tam. 

“Up until he had a fall in Novem- 
ber he used to use his bus pass every 
week.” 


Rare white squirrel seen in royal park 
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A GHOST-like squirrel spotted 
in Richmond Park could be one 
of the rarest wild animals in the 
UK. 

Luke Offord snapped this 
photo of the rare animal that 
has pure white fur and black 
eyes in the park last month. 

The squirrel could be just one 
of five in the entire country. 

Mr Offord, 43, assumed he 
had spotted a slightly less rare 
albino squirrel when he saw it 
next to a tree on April 27. 

But because of its black eyes 
the animal is more likely to 
have leucism - a mutated gene 


which turns animals white but 
it means they have none of the 
sight problems associated with 
albinism. 

There are estimated to be 
more than five million grey 
squirrels in the UK but fewer 
than one in a million are born 
with the leucism gene. 

This causes the loss of pig- 
mentation in an animal’s skin 
and fur. 

Other wildlife captured on 
camera in the borough recent- 
ly include a badger snuffling 
around his sett in The Wood, in 
Surbiton.

“Over the weekend our tree still 
kept about 100 or so bees, howev- 
er they all seem to have moved on 
now.”

last year, with one descending on 
the Ace of Spades roundabout. 

Swarming is the natural means 
of reproduction of honey bee colo- 
nies. 

A new honey bee colony is 
formed when the queen bee leaves 
the colony with a large group of 
worker bees, the remaining bees 
will then raise a new queen to carry 
on the old colony. 


A colony can contain between 
20,000 and 60,000 bees. The queen 
will lay about 1,500 eggs a day. 

When swarming the bees are un- 
likely to sting. If you see a swarm 
contact a beekeeper immediately, 
who will be able to remove it and 
keep the bees alive.

announced on May 6 that 
schools which are good or 
outstanding would have the 
choice to convert. 

Mr Berry said: “In an area 
like Kingston it is difficult to 
see academisation delivering 
the massive benefits that I’m 
sure it might elsewhere in 
the country. Our schools are 
already among the best in the 


country. 

“Moreover, Kingston and 
Richmond Councils’ inno- 
vative education — service 
Achieving For Children is 
efficient and supported by 
schools locally, with most 
local academies choosing 
to buy in to their support 
services. 

“Thad one-to-one meetings 
with both the secretary of

state and the schools min- 
ister Nick Gibb, and made 
this point very clearly so I 
am pleased that the govern- 
ment listened to me and to 
other Conservative MPs and 
changed its mind, deciding 
not to require good or out- 
standing schools in high per- 
forming local authorities to 
become academies.”

Police claim success though just 15 were convicted after 249 arrests 


Drug op sees 15 convicted

A MAJOR six-month Kingston police 
drugs operation resulted in just 15 
convictions — despite officers making 
almost 250 arrests. 

According to statistics obtained 
through a Freedom of Information re- 
quest, 249 people were arrested and 15 
convicted as part of Operation Odin — 
an initiative launched in October 2014 
to “reduce crime and anti-social behav- 
iour associated with drugs supply” in 
the borough. 

More than 15kg of cannabis with 
a street value of about £112,000 was 
seized as part of a drug deal, though no 
conviction resulted. 

DI Adam Guttridge, who ran Opera- 
tion Odin, defended the results, saying 
Kingston police only originally target- 
ed convictions for about 15 of the bor- 
ough’s “key individuals”. 

He said: “I think the results are ex- 
cellent. It was feedback we were getting 
back from the community — that drug 
supply was worrying them. 

“We selected a number of nominals — 
individuals who we would look at build- 
ing an intelligence picture around. Ob- 
viously not every arrest turns into a 
conviction because you need evidence. 

“The nature of the beast is that you 
have to catch drug dealers with drugs 
and with evidence of supply, which for 
obvious reasons is not easy. 

“These guys are cute around what

they do, so we have to prove that to a 
degree it will get past a jury.” 

Fifty-three of the arrests were for se- 
rious offences such as possession with 
intent to supply cannabis or Class A 
drugs, which resulted in the 15 convic- 
tions. 

Among those was Demis Ubiribo, 37, 


of Brighton Road, Surbiton, who was 
sentenced to six years in prison for 
dealing heroin in a Surbiton street in 
May last year. 

He was sentenced at Kingston Crown 
Court last Monday. DI Guttridge added: 
“That’s a fantastic result, a fantastic 
conviction. He was a subject we were 
working on. 

“We go through quite a long process 
before we get jobs to court so we need 
to be confident there is a realistic pros- 
pect. The suspects don’t give that up 
lightly.” 

For the remaining 196 arrests, which 
came for offences such as possession of 
cannabis, warnings were issued or out- 
of-court disposals. 

A total of £27,465 was also taken and 
a further seven cash seizures made 
under police officers’ power of seizure 
without making an arrest. 

A Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) 
spokesman said: “To take a case to 
court we need to be satisfied that there 
is arealistic prospect of conviction and 
in cases involving drugs offences nine 
out of 10 people prosecuted by CPS 
London were convicted last year.” 

In February, Kingston Police 
launched Operation Vulcan, which tar- 
geted “drug supply lines” coming from 
outside the borough. The operation is 
set to finish in July. 

Operation Odin was mostly fund- 
ed through Kingston police’s ‘normal 
business’ budgets, though an extra 
£16,800 was taken from Proceeds of 
Crime Act funding - money seized or 
confiscated as part of police activities.

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Anger over 
home plan 


PLANS to convert a care 
home into supported housing 
for young people has caused 
one Kingston resident to 
question the council’s “pri- 
orities”. 

A public consultation is 
now taking place to refurbish 
Greenleas care home, in Mill 
Place, into sheltered housing 
for young people who have 
been looked after by the coun- 
cil once they turn 16. 

The care home currently 
houses six residents, all over 
55, who are working with 
staff at the home to “identi- 
fy their housing choices” for 
the future. Mill Street res- 
ident Tessa Kind said: “As 
a street we understand the 
need of place for young peo- 
ple, but we are wondering if 
you can’t refurbish it for old 
people why can you for young 
people? 

“How come their priorities 
have changed? They’ve al- 
ready decided so I don’t know 
why they are actually doinga 
consultation.” 

A Kingston Council spokes- 
man said: “The council has a 
duty of care to look after chil- 
dren and young people who 
have been looked after from 
the age of 16. 

“The best use of this site 
was considered to be for 
young people as we do not 
have sufficient accommo- 
dation to house Kingston’s 
young care leavers.”

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Mayoral candidate slammed for ‘disgusting’ campaign to smear Khan 


Goldsmith lies low after his 
defeat as criticism grows

RICHMOND Park and North 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith 
has stayed quiet in the face 
of growing criticism over his 
“disgusting” campaign as he 
returns to his constituency 
having failed in his bid to be- 
come London Mayor. 

The Conservative  can- 
didate, whose campaign 
concentrated largely on his 
rival Sadiq Khan sharing 
platforms with those he de- 
scribed as “extremists”, has 
not been interviewed since 
his electoral defeat last 
Friday. 

Labour’s Sadiq Khan won 
the race to replace Boris 
Johnson as mayor having re- 
ceived 1,310,143 votes to Mr 
Goldsmith’s 994,614 — becom- 
ing the first Muslim mayor of 
a major Western capital. 

Some senior Tories, includ- 
ing leader of the GLA Con- 
servative group Andrew Boff, 
accused Mr Goldsmith of ru- 
ining the party’s relationship

with Muslim voters. 

He said: “Those bridges 
that have been built, a few of 
them have been blown up by 
this campaign. A lot of us on 
the ground are going to have 
to spend a lot of time re-es- 
tablishing those links. I don’t 
want us to do this in London 
again, it’s done real damage.” 


Mohammed Amin, chair- 
man of the Conservative 
Muslim Forum, branded Mr 
Goldsmith’s campaign “dis- 
gusting”, saying it has “prob- 
ably increased our risks of 
suffering terrorism”. 

Writing for Conservative- 
Home, he said: “I could not 
develop the motivation to do

a single day’s campaigning 
for Zac after January, because 
I was disgusted with the tone 
of his campaign and his re- 
peated, and risible, attempts 
to smear Sadiq Khan.” 

But Tony Arbour, who was 
re-elected as south-west Lon- 
don’s Greater London Assem- 
bly member on Friday, has 
defended Mr Goldsmith. 

He said: “I have never 
heard Zac say any of the 
things he is being accused of. 
My confidence in Zac grew as 
his campaign went on.” 

Mr Goldsmith was rushed 
out of City Hall after his de- 
feat last Friday. 

He did not reply to a re- 
quest for comment and has 
not been interviewed by the 
media since his defeat. He 
returned to his constituency 
duties last week. 

Fellow Kingston MP James 
Berry said: “Past experience 
of Labour governments and 
mayors has not been a happy 
one for outer London bor- 
oughs like Kingston, and I 
hope Sadiq bucks that trend. 

“London’s loss is our gain 
because we won’t lose Zac as 
an outstanding local MP.”

At a time when the Avengers are 
setting the bar for comic book 
superheroes, it’s up to the oth- 
ers to keep up and that includes 
early pacesetters X-Men, writes 
Jim Palmer. 

They kicked off the gen- 
re revival with X-Men (2000), 
reinvigorated the series with 
reboot-cum-prequel First Class 
(2011) and then again with the 
timeline-bending Days of Future 
Past (2014) but Apocalypse 
sees the mutants left staring at 
Captain America’s clean pair of 
star-spangled heels. 

Set in 1983, a decade after 
the events of DOFP, Charles 
Xavier (James McAvoy) is run- 
ning his school for gifted pupils, 


Magneto (Michael Fassbend- 
er) is — uncharacteristically — 
living incognito in Poland with a 
wife and child. 

Their peace is shattered when 
the world’s first mutant, the 
all-powerful Apocalypse (Oscar 
Isaac) awakes from a thousands 
of years’ sleep and decides he 
wants to destroy humanity. In 
order to do so he recruits his 
four horsemen, including a by- 
now bitter Magneto. Predicta- 
bly, it’s up to the other mutants 
— corralled by Mystique (Jen- 
nifer Lawrence) and Xavier — to 
stop him. 

Unfortunately Apocalypse is 
not a great baddie. Looking ab- 
surdly like a villain from Power 


Rangers, he is ‘generic bad guy 
intent on destroying the world’ 
rather than the more nuanced 
human-mutant battles the X-Men 
usually find themselves in. Simi- 
larly, the destruction he brings 
is too generic - cities are razed 
and crowds wiped out to little 
dramatic effect. 

The large cast is not uni- 
versally successful, _ either. 
Many are underused or under- 
developed while Lawrence’s 
Mystique is two-dimensional. 

Fassbender is compelling 
as ever, newbies Sophie Turner 
and Tye Sheridan are a welcome 
introduction as the new Jean 
Gray and Cyclops, while Kodi 
Smit-McPhee (Nightcrawler) and 


Evan Peters (Quicksilver) and 
movie leavening, scene stealing |~ 
gold. 

Pleasingly, Apocalypse does 
not only follow on from First 
Class and DOFP but brings 
events back towards 2000’s a 
X-Men, and not just because li 
McAvoy ends up bald. Hugh 
Jackman’s fleeting Wolverine 
cameo even adds to his tale. 

Arguably this film does suf- 
ficient to bring things full circle 
but let’s assume that Fox wants 
to exploit their own cinematic 
universe at least once more. And 
surely this slight misstep is not 
sufficient to stop them.

VIRTUAL REALITY 


Virtual reality has once again 
been hitting the headlines and 
this time experts are saying it is 
here to stay. 

There are rumours that Apple 
has a platform in development 
and with Microsoft already 
shipping a development Holo- 
Lens for a cool $3000 the big 
players are all expected to be 
involved. However, it is the gam- 
ers which manufacturers are 
hoping to appeal to first. 


The HTC Vive was developed 
by HTC and gaming company 
Valve. It is the most expensive 
unit at £689 and pre-orders are 
expected to be fulfilled in June. 
Critics are claiming it is the best 
VR experience on the market 
but cost may prevent it from go- 
ing mainstream. 

Sony announced initial de- 
tails for PlayStation VR in 2014 
and are finally bringing the plat- 
form to the UK in October. How- 
ever eager users can try it from 


June with 500,000 demo units 
set to be released in the UK. 

Although reviews are mixed 
so far and the delayed release, 
it is set to be a Christmas suc- 
cess, especially as it will have 
compatibility with the PS4 cur- 
rent catalogue. 

Finally, Oculus made head- 
lines in 2014 when Facebook 
purchased them for $2 billion, 
two years later they have re- 
leased the Rift. 

Similar to the PlayStation VR 
it is compatible with Xbox Ones 
existing catalogue, albeit as 
a screen rather than a full VR 
experience. With the first wave 
currently being delivered at a 
cost of £499 they will hope to 
establish a market share before 
October.
